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Amin brands Israeli 
rescue 


KAMPALA, Uganda (UPI) - Presi­ 
dent Idi Amin today protested to the 
U.N. Security Council over the ‘‘Zionist 
Israeli invasion on Entebbe airport” and 
said Uganda reserved the right to 
‘‘redress the aggression.” 
Amin's statement on Radio Uganda 
did not ask for an immediate council 
meeting, but in a letter to U.N. 
Secretary General Kurt Waldheim he 
asked the body to ‘‘condemn in the 
strongest possible terms” the Israeli 
act. 
(In Cairo, Waldheim, who was on his 
way home from the African Unity Sum­ 
mit Conference in Mauritius, called the 
Israeli strike *‘a flagrant violation of the 
sovereignty of a member of the United 
Nations,” according to the government 
controlled Middle East News Agency ”) 


Amin said he had let the hijackers land 
only on humanitarian grounds and said 
he was still negotiating for the hostages' 
release when the Israelis struck. 
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Variety marks bicentennial rites

The sails of the tall ships billowed in 
the wind, thousands of tons of gunpowder 
exploded in a kaleidoscope of color over 
towns and villages and bells pealed from 
sea to sea Sunday, proclaiming the 200th 
birthday of the nation. 
. 
Some 105,000 persons, many in the 
colonial garb of 200 years ago, gathered 
between Independence Hall and the 
Liberty Bell in Philadelphia to hear 
President Ford proclaim that ‘‘the 
United States remains the most succes­ 
sful realization of humanity’s universal 
hope. ” 
The President had visited Valley 
Forge, Pa., where George Washington’s 
troops suffered through a bitter winter, 
and declared it a national historic site 
From Philadelphia, the President 
traveled to New York, to cap his 
Bicentennial activities by reviewing a 
regatta of sailing ships and naval vessels 
from the deck of the USS Forrestal 
Crowds lined the shores of Manhattan 
from the Battery to the George 
Washington Bridge - an 11-mile stretch 
- to see the tall ships and the display of 
naval strength from the United States 
and 30 other nations. 
Most were unable to get near .the 
water’s edge and settled for little more 
than a distant glimpse of the masts of the 
227 sailing ships, including England’s 
Great Britain II, Italy's Amerigo 
Vespucci, Germany's Gorch Fock, or the 
fourmasted, 371-foot Soviet bark, the 
Kruzenshtera- 
Thousands of pleasure boats set to sea 
to watch. One man drowned when a 
sailboat capsized in the East River. 
On the water, sailors from dozens of 
foreign nations saluted America with 
champagne toasts, ceremonial cannon 
firings and the blaring of whistles and 
Scottish bagpipes. 


‘‘What an absolutely glorious chaos,” 
shouted James Myatt, skipper of the 
Great Britain II. ‘‘It’s absolutely 
wonderful. Hooray for the lovely, lost 
colonials.” 
Later, Ford rang the Forrestal’s bell 
to start a nationwide two-minute bell- 
ringing. Some communities did not join 
in, but others sounded police and fire 
department sirens and church bells. 
Starlight that began its journey to 
earth from the star Epsilon Lyrae in 1776 
was relayed from Hawaii to Boston's Old 
North Church to light up two lanterns 
like the ones that signaled the start of 
Paul Revere’s ride more than 201 years 
ago. 
In Hartford, Conn., Maj. Everett Kan- 
darian of the governor’s horse guard, 
heralded by marching bands and a can­ 
non, completed his Bicentennial re­ 
enactment of delivering the Declaration 
of Independence to Connecticut. 
Kandarian rode to the Hartford 
Courant and delivered a copy of the 
declaration, commemorating the 200- 
mile ride from Philadelphia 200 years 
ago to announce the Continental 
Congress had declared a split with 
England. 
Others observed the holiday with 
parades — some of them in protest. 
San Francisco marked the holiday by 
setting off more than 500 shells and 
rockets from Alcatraz Island - the 
biggest fireworks display ever in the City 
by the Bay. 
Washington celebrated with a 
bicentennial barrage said to be the 
biggest in history — and finished with a 
monumental traffic jam, also said to be 
one of the biggest in history 
The nation’s longest parade went 11 
miles from downtown Los Angeles to 
Santa Monica Pier. 


City featured a Bicentennial garbage 
truck, George Washington on a motorcy­ 
cle and several kazoo bands. 
That parade was sponsored by a local 
radio station disappointed because the 
city’s main parade was held on Saturday 
in deference to the Sabbath. 


Amin Sunday placed his 20,000-mai. 
army on full alert. 
Describing the raid, Amin said shortly 
after his return from an Organization of 
African Unity summit in Mauritius 
Saturday, “three Israeli transport planes 
made a surprise landing without any 
authority from the Ugandan govern­ 
ment." 
He said the asault to free 104 Israeli 
and French hostages held for a week by 
seven proPaiestinian hijackers began 
about micfeiight 
Immediately on landing, the Israelis 
made for the old airport terminal where 
the hostages were being kept by 
“Palestinian commandos ” Two Israeli 
military jeeps drove from one of the air­ 
craft and troops firing machine guns and 
launching bazookas headed for the com­ 
plex 
They engaged the hijackers and 
Ugandan troops. Amin said his men were 
200 yards from the building “in accor­ 
dance with the agreement of the 
hijackers, and armed only with light 
arms.” 
He said a number of Ugandans were 
killed and many wounded Sunday he 
said 20 of his men and all seven hijackers 
were killed and 19 Ugandans injured. 
He said the ,7Israell invaders 
destroyed a number of aircraft parked 
nearby and inflicted heavy damage on 
buildings ” 
“Uganda reserves the right to redress 
the aggression." Amin said. 
Amin again accused neighboring 
Kenya of collaborating with Israel 
“Uganda has been aggressed by Israel 
with the co-operation of Kenya, a 
neighboring sister state,” Amin said in 
the letter broadcast by Uganda Radio. 
“This is confirmed by the fact that 
Israeli planes on their way to and from 
Uganda stopped at Nairobi airport where 
a mobile (hospital) was set up,” Amin 
said. 
In Mauritius, Kenyan Vice Presidet 
Daniel A rap Moi told reporters, "There 
is no evidence whatsoever to indicate 
that my country collaborated with the 
Israelis” 


Mountain climbers scrambled to the 
peaks of Maine at the break of dawn Sun­ 
day, hoping to be the first to wave an 
American flag in the sunlight on the 
nation’s 200th birthday.

But the towns of Calais, Maine, and 
Saint Stephens, New Brunswick, con­ 
ducted what they claim to be the very 
first Bicentennial ceremony. At one 
minute past midnight, they met on the 
bridge linking their communities and 
beauty queens chosen last night ex­ 
changed a keg of gunpowder. 
The ceremony dates back to the War of 
1612, when Calais residents had no gun­ 
powder to celebrate the Fourth of July 
and the enemy British garrison at Saint 
Stephens gave them a keg of powder for 
the festivities 
In M iami and C hicago, huge 
naturalization ceremonies were held.

t 
General Tel wants its directory used because it costs the com­ 
pany 915 million a year to provide directory assistance to persons 
who dial 411 to ask for phone numbers that frequently are in the 
book. 
The main purpose of directory assistance is to provide numbers 
not yet listed in the directory, numbers that have been changed 
since the current directory was issued or hard-to-find numbers. 
Operators, however, receive requests for time of day, weather, 
zip codes, store opening times, cooking instructions and personal 


advice besides numbers clearly marked in the directory. 
General Tel estimates that 30 per cent of its customers never 
call directory assistance while 10 per cent of them make the 
majority of calls. Twenty-five per cent of the calls are made for 
numbers already listed in the phone book. 
In the Santa Maria division, which includes Lompoc, 19 
operators answer 8,900 directory assistance calls a day. 
The phone company is so eager to have Lompoc residents pick up 
the new bdok that it is telling the public that this is^ne book you 
can judge by the cover. 
“This year’s directory features a new scenic cover... the entire 
front cover is a colorful meadow scene photographed at Gaviota 
State Park,” reads a press release. 
General Telephone has thickened the plot of its new book by ad­ 
ding eight white pages that feature 1,489 new characters, bringing 
the cast number to a total of 37,531. 
Many characters make repeat appearances in the new edition. 


This includes 296 Smiths, 173 Williams, 152 Browns and 129 Jones. 
Given symbolic treatment this time is A Bowman and Son Tree 
Surgery in Solvang by being listed first and Bruno Zydron of Santa 
Maria by being listed last. 
Long on dry facts and short on storyline, 23,300 copies of this 
latest reading material should be delivered throughout Lompoc by 
July 12. 
For the public information, General Telephone is reviewing the 
idea of using “directory assistance volume control recordings’’ in 
the Santa Maria division someday. This is where a recording 
comes on when directory assistance is called, requesting the caller 
to use the phone book and don’t bother the operator unless neces­ 
sary. 
The recording, of course, is much more tactful in its request. 
“No decision has been reached by the company and no action can 
be taken without approval from the California Public Utilities 
Commission,” assures General Tel.

$500 million loss 
SACRAMENTO (U PI) - 
California agriculture has suf­ 
fered a 1500 million loss so far 
because of the current drought 
— the state’s worst in 125 years. 
Fred Heringer, president of 
the California Farm Bureau, 
said Sunday that the loss could 
soar to |1 billion unless there is 
a substantial rain by early fall. 
Heringer said in a statement 
that cattle herds were dwin­ 
dling because of a lack of range 
feed and grain crops have been 
severely damaged.

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Ford warns against thought control 


CHARLOTTESVILLE, Va. - President Ford, standing on the 
steps of Thomas Jefferson’s home at Monticello, warned today of 
“a growing danger to this country in conformity of thought, taste 
and behavior.” 
The occasion was the swearing-in of 100 new American citizens 
at the Virginia landmark and capped four days of Ford’s participa­ 
tion in festivities surrounding America’s 200th birthday. 
“We need more encouragement and protection for in­ 
dividuality,” Ford said. “The wealth we have of cultural, ethnic, 
religious and racial traditions are valuable counterbalances to the 
overpowering sameness and subordination of totalitarian 
societies.” 
He said the sense of belonging “to any group that stands for 
something decent and noble, so long as it does not confine free 
spirits or cultivate hostility to others, is part of the pride every 
American should have in the heritage of his past.” 
Ford reminded the gathering that Jefferson said “men may be 
trusted to govern themselves without a master,” and said: 
“This was the most revolutionary idea in the world at that time. 
It remains the most revolutionary idea in the world today.” 
The President said the Founding Fathers had “stubborn blind- 
spots in their lofty vision for blacks, whose forebears had been 
American almost as long as theirs — and for women, whose 


political rights we took even longer to recognize.” 
But he said it was not a day to deplore shortcomings, adding that 
the essential fact is the United States “as a national policy” has 
been willing to absorb anyone from anywhere 
In three stops Sunday following church services in Washington. 
Ford sounded the Bicentennial message: The world is watching the 
nation (Mi its 200th birthday because “the United States remains the 
most successful realization of humanity’s universal hope.” 
He welcomed a Bicentennial wagon train at Valley Forge, spoke 
to an estimated 105,000 persons crowded into the mall between 
Independence Hall and the building which houses the Liberty Bell 
in Philadelphia, and boarded the U.S. carrier Forrestal to watch 
the parade of ships into New York Harbor and up the Hudson 
River. 
“Before me is the great bronze beU that joyously rang out the 
news of the birth of our nation from the steeple of this state 
house,” Ford said in Philadelphia. 
“The American Revolution was wiique and remained unique in 
that it was fought in the name of law as well as liberty,” Ford said, 
its purpose “to secure the rights of indidviduals against even gov­ 
ernment itself.” 
“Liberty is a living flame to be fed, not dead ashes to be revered, 
even in the Bicentennial year,” the President said.

Aerojet General gratuities 
to AF officials disclosed 


Torrential

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Cross-country jet excursions 
and other gratuities for Air 
Force officers and civilians 
responsible for granting 
government contracts have 
been provided by Aerojet 
General Corp. according to 
sources. 
The outings. UPI learned, in­ 
cluded rides on corporate jets 
to football games in California, 
where Aerojet also paid for 
game tickets, food, drink, lodg­ 
ing and related expenses. 
The Defense Department dis­ 
covered in March that at least 
tw o Air Force officers had ac­ 
cepted favors from Aerojet. 
"These allegations came to 
our attention during our con­ 
tinued inquiry into the stand­ 
ards of conduct of Department 
of Defense personnel.” a Pen­ 
tagon spokesman said. 
BesVbes the military officers, 
civilian employes of the federal 
government also accepted fa­ 
vors from the corporation. The 
Pentagon said none of its 


civilian employes was under in­ 
vestigation. 
The civilians from executive 
agencies of the government 
reportedly included officials of 
the Atomic Energy Commis­ 
sion. which was reorganized 
into the Energy Research and 
Development 
Administration 
two years ago. 
An ERDA spokesman said he 
was not aware of any ir­ 
regularities involving agency 
personnel or any investigation 
to uncover problems 
“We’ve had a clean slate,'' he 
said. 
Aerojet won a long-term con­ 
tract in the early 1970s to 
operate the AEC's National 
Reactor Station at Idaho Falla, 
Idaho 


Aerojet also was the defense 
contractor that built rocket 
engines for the Minuteman and 
Titan missiles. The El Monte. 
CaHf.. corporation is a major 
manufacturer of solid and 
liquid propellant motors. 
The Pentagon has been in­ 


vestigating gratuities since it 
discovered last year that some 
Defense Department personnel 
had accepted free use of 
hunting lodges leased oy 
defense contractors. 
A Defense spokesman said 
the inquiry into Aerojet had 
been delayed until the depart­ 
ment could develop administra­ 
tive procedures for dealing with 
conflicts of interest. 
Aerojet is an affiliate of the 
General Tine and Rubber Co.. 
which consented May 10 to 
federal charges of allegedly 
maintaining a slush fund, mak­ 
ing foreign payoffs and illegal 
campaign contributions to U.S. 
politicians. 
The federal charges brought 
by the Securities and Exchange 
Com m ission also alleged 
General Tire “ conferred 
numerous gratuities and other 
benefits to military officers and 
civilian employes of executive 
agencies of the United States 
with whom General Tire 
previously had or presently has 
contracts and arrangements.” 


Viking shows Mars wetter than 
expected; scientists puzzled 


PASADENA. Calif. (UPI - 
Mars is wetter than they 
thought, parts of the planet are 
covered by ground fog — and it 
all has scientists a bit puzzled. 
The curious data about the 
red planet was sent back by 
America s Viking 1 probe, and 
it had scientists spending their 
Fourth of July weekend re­ 
checking their theories about 
Mars. 
Tem perature and w ater 
vapor readings of the planet, 
taken by infra-red spectroscopy 
instruments on the orbiting 
spacecraft, do not fit the 
theories about Mars, a spokes­ 
man at the Jet Propulsion 
Laboratory said Sunday 
"Some of these readings are 
frankly puzzling.” Dr. George 
Sands of ission Control said. 
“It's obiously wetter than 
they anticipated. There's no 
doubt there’s ground fog at the 
landing site during part of the 
day. " a JPL spokesman added. 
“And the amount of argon at 
the south polar region — that’s 
something interesting ’’ 
"A different picture of a 
dynamic planet is emerging,“ 
another scientist said.

Texas areas

Torrential rains pushed 
streams and creeks out of their 
beds Sunday in the hill country 
of central Texas and the Dallas 
area, leaving at least one 
person dead, stranding holiday 
campers and forcing a few 
evacuations. 
Heavy rains also greeted the 
nation’s 200th birthday in por­ 
tions of the East but sunny skies 
prevailed for Bicentennial 
revels over most of the nation. 
Thunderstorms swirled over 
Texas Saturday and Sunday, 
touching off scattered flooding 
and sending tornadoes spinning 
over the Dallas-Fort Worth 
area. 
There were no reports of in­ 
juries or major damage from 
the twisters, but a 10-year old 
boy drowned in a rain-swollen 
creek in Dallas. 
Rains of up to 12 inches in 24 
hours soaked the central Texas 
hill country Saturday and early 
Sunday, turning small tributar­ 
ies of the Colorado River into 
torrents which marooned week­ 
end campers and fishermen. 
Helicopters searched the 
area Sunday, but a Department 
of Public Safety spokesman 
said less than a half-dozen 
persons were evacuated. Most 
decided to ride out the floods on 
the brush-covered hills. 
“They said they were on high 
ground and they came to fish 
anyway.” the spokesman said. 
He estimated 1,000 to 1.500 
vacationers, fishermen and 
Fourth of July revelers were 
stranded by the floods but they 
were not in danger. There were 
no injuries. 
He said they would be able to 
leave as soon as the water 
receded. 
At one point, tributary waters 
were so deep that roads 
paralleling the streams were 
under three to five feet of 
water. Flood gates on Lake 
Buchanan, where the river 
widens, were opened to help 
ease the flooding. 
In smith west Missouri, flood- 
waters receded and major 
roads were cleared in the 
after.ath of a 12-inch deluge 
which caused an estimated $1.5 
million in damage in downtown 
Joplin alone. 
Rain also stretched along the 
North Carolina and Virginia 
coasts and north to New York 
and southern New England. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Try 
ing to slow America’s growing 
use of foreign energy supplies, 
the government is forcing U.S. 
power plants to bum coal with 
orders designed to “preclude 
future backsliding to depend­ 
ence on oil.” 
A new directive from Federal 
Energy Administration chief 
Frank Zarb forces 30 new 
power plants in 17 states to be 
built so they can bum nothing 
but coal. 
In addition, the FEA said, 
Zarb has served preliminary 
notice on another 48 planned in­ 
stallations in 22 states that 
they. too. will be required to 
bum only coal. 
Zarb said these orders will 
save consumers $1.5 billion a 
year in electricity coss be­ 
cause of the difference between 
coal prices and the greater 
costs of foreign oil. 
The plants will bum up to 128 
million tons of coal a year, he 
said, and supplying them with 
oil would take 1.25 million 
barrels a day. placing an added 
$5.9 billion annual drain on the 
U.S. balance of payments...... 
“ All of the plants involved in 
the 78 notices ... plan to build 
with coal-burning capability, 
but the orders will preclude 


future backsliding io depend 
ence on oil,” an FEA spokes­ 
man said. 
The 30 plants covered by 
Zarb’s final orders were among 
74 notified last year that the 
orders were coming. 
The FEA said similar final 
orders will be issued soon for 
the remaining 44 in that group 
— bringing to 122 the number 
forced to bum coal. But it did 
not include them in its calcula­ 
tions of savings.

Canada’s stand was based on the fact 
that it had severed relations with 
Nationalist China and instead recognized 
the government of the People’s Republic 
of China (Peking) in 1970. 
Under C anada’s ruling, Taiwan 
athletes are prohibited from identifying 
themselves as representatives of China, 
marching under the Nationalist Chinese 
flag or using the national anthem. 
Killanin was preceded in Montreal by 
Monique Berlioux, executive director of 
the IOC, who arrived during the 
wi^k^nd 
In a wary briefing Sunday, Berlioux 
was confident the games would go on as 
scheduled July 17 although she was un­ 
certain about a settlement regarding 
Taiwan. 
“ I can’t make any comment on a pos­ 
sible settlement now,” she said. "We 
have to await developments over the 
next few days and see what happens. 
“Two years ago when I was here in 
Montreal,” Berlioux said, “ I predicted 
the facilities would be ready in time and 
the games would go on as scheduled.

But the tall Swede, who had 
tears in his eyes after winning 
his “dream” title, didn’t have 
to use any ploys. Nastase was 
never in the match after being 
within a point of 4-0 in the first 
set. 
Nastase, who will be 30 in two 
weeks, admitted this would 
probably be the last time he’d 
ever reach the Wimbledon 
finals. But he had no excuse 
after his loss to the fourth 
seeded Borg—he simply beat 
himself.

Bicentennial America 


Independence Day, John 
Adams wrote to his wife on 
July 3,1776, one day before the 
Declaration of Independence 
was officially adopted by the 
Continental Congress and five 
days before its first public 
reading in Philadelphia, 
“ought to be solemnized with 
pomp and parade, with shows, 
games, sports, guns, bells, 
bonfires and illuminations, 
from one end of the country to 
the other, from this time 
forever more.“ 
And so it has been, on every 
July 4th since that watershed 
event in human history that 
took place in Philadelphia in 
1776, in peace and war, in calm 
and crisis, in prosperity and 
decline, by each succeeding 
generation. And so it is being 
celebrated throughout the 
lan d, 
but w ith 
added 
emphasis, as Americans mark 
the 200th anniversary of their 
country’s birth. 
The “Comprehensive Calen­ 
dar of Bicentennial Events,” 
published by the American 
revolution Bicentennial Ad­ 
ministration, lists more than 
5,000 s e p a r a t e events* 
scheduled on or about this 
date. They range from the 
largest parade ever4 staged in 
the nation’s capital, followed 
by the most brilliant fireworks 
display in y.S. history, to a 
sail-by of most of the world’s 


remaining great sailing ships 
in New York harbor, to a cow­ 
boy reunion in Stamford, Tex. 
America, in short, is not 
having one big bicentennial 
celebration but as many dif­ 
ferent ones as there are com­ 
munities in the country. It has 
turned out to be a do-it- 
yourself bicentennial, and we 
like to think it is something 
John Adams and his contem­ 
poraries would have approved 
of. 
A few years ago, when peo­ 
ple first began thinking about 
how the nation might properly 
observe the bicentennial, all 
kinds of grandiose plans were 
proposed. The feeling was that 
there should be one great 
national display or fair, 
something like the Centennial 
Exhibition in Philadelphia in 
1876, that would symbolize 
America to itself and to the 
world and remain as a perma­ 
nent monument. For a time, 
B o s to n , 
N ew 
York, 
Philadelphia and Washington 
and other cities vied for the 
designation of Bicentennial 
City. 
But the closer we drew to 
the actual bicentennial, the 
more it became apparent that, 
problems of financing to one 
side, there was simply no way 
to symbolize the United States 
of America, let alone sum up 
200 crowded years of history, 


in any one place or event. 


There is, readily, only one 
way we can adequately 
observe America’s bicenten­ 
nial and only one enduring 
legacy we can leave to future 
generations. This is by each 
American in 1976 making a 
declaration in his heart of 
renewed devotion to the ideals 
that motivated the Americans 
of 1776. 


The 
D e c l a r a t i o n 
of 
Independence was more than 
the birth certificate of a new 
nation. It was a spark that lit 
the imagination of the 18th- 
century world. It was the 
culmination of a centuries- 
long struggle for human 
freedom — nay, not the 
culmination but the real begin­ 
ning. It was a challenge 
thrown in the face of history. 
It was a testament of faith 
that men, possessing certain 
inalienable rights, 
were 
capable of securing those 
rights under governments of 
their own choosing. 


Behind all the pomp and 
parade, the bonfires and il­ 
luminations, these are the liv­ 
ing truths we celebrated on 
this grand and glorious fourth 
in the 200th year of the United 
States of America. So may it 
be “forever more.”

Nepotism flourishing in Congress 


WASHINGTON - Under the spur of 
public opinion, Congress grudgingly ap­ 
proved a law in December 1967, barring 
any more relatives from the congres­ 
sional payroll. 
But a number of senators and congres­ 
smen have gotten around the law by 
placing one another’s relatives on the 
payroll. This form of 
nepotism is practiced 
in the best of families. 
Our associates. Jack 
Cloherty and Bob 
Owens found dozens of 
famous names on the 
public payroll — the 
wives, children, un­ 
cles, cousins and in­ 
laws of prominent 
legislators. 
A few congressional 
r e la t iv e s 
w ere 
holdovers, who had ob­ 
tained their jobs before the 1967 law and, 
therefore, weren’t affected by it. But 
most were hired by congressmen who 
were not their kin but who understood 
the an cien t ru les of p o litica l 
back scratching This resulted in some 
fancy payroll juggling, which violated 
the spirit if not the letter of the an­ 
tinepotism law. 
In an earlier column, we identified 
some of the prominent congressmen who 
have wangled jobs for their relatives. 
Now here are a few of the senators who 
have relatives on the public payroU: 
— Sen. Ted Stevens, R.-Alaska, 
formerly made a switch with ex-Sen. 
Marlow Cook, R.-Ky. Cook hired 
Stevens’ kids to work in his office, and 
Stevens put Cook’s children on his 
patronage. Now Stevens has given the 
daughter of Sen. Paul Laxalt, R.-Nev., a 
job on the Senate Republican Campaign 
Committee. She works on Capitol Hill 
but is paid oqt of campaign funds. 
— Sen. Hiram Fong, R.-Hawail, is a 
millionaire with ample funds to take 
care of his family. Yet he put his brother 
Herman on the congressional payroll at a 
generous 934,000 a year. Since Herman 
was hired before December 1967, he can 
go on collecting from the taxpayers. 
— Sen. Milton Young, R.-N.D., 
married his executive secretary. It is 
perfectly legal, therefore, for her to re­ 
main on the senator’s payroll. But after 
their marriage, be quietly gave her a 
generous raise. Her 120,000 annual salary 
helps to bolster the family finances. 
— Sen Harrison Williams, D -N J., 
married a member of his committee 
staff. She is still pulling down 927,000 a 
year to supplement the family income. 
— Sen. Mike Gravel, D.-Alaska, 
arranged a job for his niece in the Senate 
folding room last summer and as a 
Senate elevator operator this summer. 
He has also planted his daughter on the 
Senate payroll as a page. Sen. Walter 
Huddleston, D.-Hy., also wangled a sum­ 
mer job for his son. Other senators like 
Gale McGee, D.-Wyo, and Frank Moss 
D.-Utah, have found temporary employ­ 


ment for their kids on Capitol Hill. 
None of these men has violated the 
1967 law. All contend that their relatives 
work hard for the salaries they collect. 
But the law was written to outlaw 
nepotism. Those who hire one another’s 
relatives don’t let go of a government 
pay envelope easily. 
Footnote: Most members of Congress, 
who make their way into this column, ap­ 
pear to be villains in the drama of 
government. It is necessary for us to re­ 
mind our readers occasionally that the 
scalawags attract more attention that 
the conscientious congressmen. 
For that matter, the sellout one day 
may be the holdout the next. Even the 
worst rascals on Capitol Hill have their 
moments of righteousness. Meanwhile, 
the good are sometimes damned along 
with the bad. Honest men in public life, 
who have made great personal sacrifices 
to serve the nation, can suffer from guilt 
by association. 
REPUBLICAN SCRAMBLE: As the 
battle for the Republican presidential 
nomination approaches a showdown, 
strategists for both President Ford and 
Ranald Reagan are examining new ways 
to corral the dwindling number of GOP 
delegates. 
One way to boost delegate totals, 
besides wooing the uncommitted and 
still-to-be-selected delegates, would be 
to contest the credentials of previously 
chosen delegates. 
We have learned that both the Ford 
and Reagan camps are seriously con-

sideling challenging the credentials of 
rival delegates. Those states most like­ 
ly to have challenges brought, our 
sources say, are Virginia, Louiiina. 
Arizona and Connecticut, also possibly 
the populous delegations of California 
and Texas. 
Publicly, spokesmen for both cam­ 
paigns deny that they have made any 
decision to challenge rival delegates. 
Neither group wants to appear divisive 
or bitter. Privately, however, both 
groups admit that they are actively con­ 
templating delegate challenges 
If there should be any credentials 
challenges, they would likely not be 
made until after the end of the delegate 
selection process on July 12. Thereafter, 
campaign strategists would have a fran­ 
tic five days in which to file credentials 
challenges in time for the July 17 
deadline. 
Most likely, neither campaign will at­ 
tempt to make credentials challenges 
until it appears they will otherwise lose. 
“You don’t make challenges unless you 
don't have the votes.’’ admitted one 
Reagan strategist Neither camp wants 
to take responsibility for starting a 
credentials-challenging domino game. 
“Any time you get a credentials fight it’s 
bound to be divisive," one Ford 
spokesman told us. Neither Ford nor 
Reagan wants to divide his already 
fractured party any farther if it can be 
avoided. Thus both camps say they will 
avoid spurious or irrelevant delegate 
challenges. 


It is known only to the footnote readers 
of the World Almanac that in the 
presidential election of 1972 the man who 
cam e in third, after Nixon and 
McGovern, was the candidate of the 
Libertarian Party. The what party? Yes, 
the Libertarian Party. Although he was 
on the ballot in only a couple of states, 
and got only about 
10,000 votes, he is 
down in the history 
books as having got 
one electoral vote. 
What happened is that 
the candidate’s buddy 
was a Virginia elector, 
and when time came 
to cast his vote, he 
simply wrote down the 
name of John Hospers 
of California. This 
year the Virginia elec­ 
tor is running for 
President. He is Roger Lea McBride, 
and he talks confidently about getting on 
the ballot in 30 states and achieving 
anywhere from one to ten million votes. 
It is only in this sense of inflating his 
chances that Mr. McBride is in any sense 
a conventional politician. I like the 
ro llick in g way Jam es Jackson 
Kilpatrick, reporting on the Libertarian 
Convention, put it: since, after all, if one 
can’t, in considering the platform, get 
something of the same sensation we used 
to get as children going to the fair, there 
isn’t much point to it. 
"Under a Libertarian regime," 
Kilpatrick explained, “no person would 
have to talk to the census taker. No ooe 
would have to go to school. Hie public 
schools, indeed, would be abolished. 
Those who wanted to create private 
schools could do their own thing. The 
Libertarians want private ownership of 
all public utilities. They are dead set 
against gun control. Some of their 
spokesmen would abolish tax-supported 
police departments, Are departments, 
health departments and highway depart­ 
ments 
“In their Utopia, people could smoke 
pot, make love, carry concealed 
weapons, take any medicines and 
manage their property as they dem’d 
well pleased Civil rights laws would be 
repealed. No restaurateur would be com­ 
pelled to serve a customer against his 
will. (They) would do away with paper 
money and get back to gold. They would 
kill off the Federal Reserve, drastically 
reduce taxes, and abolish all laws having 
to do with child labor, minimum wages 
and compulsGi / unionism They would 
abolish Selective Service and grant total 
amnesty to draft dodgers and deserters 
Did 1 mention the Postal Service? Out it 
goes, root branch and mailbox 
Let 
private mail companies compete in a 
free and open market." 
Now a society which has most recently 
been told by its Supreme Court that it is 
prohibited to its citizens to organize 
private schools entirely dependent on 
private subscription if they are 
organized around ethnic grounds, and 
which sustains in the public schools in 
the convulsed city of Boston a court 
which orders exact racial representation 
in a school which is guilty only of in­ 
sisting on the maintenance of certain 
academic standards, will read the Liber­ 
tarian platform with that satisfaction 
one gets from sticking out one’s tongue 
at the teacher. 
It is childish to be sure; but it is also 
child-like. In its own excess, it solemnly 
ratifies the preposterous; yet it is 
scrupulously true to an extra-worldly vi­ 
sion that is, or seeks to be, philosophical­ 
ly consistent. 
Perhaps it is a sign of the times, but a 
greatly acclaimed book called Anarchy, 
the State, and Utopia, attempts a 
philosophical justification of this near- 
anarchic vision And its author, a scan­ 
dalously reputable professor of 
philosophy called Robert Nozick, has an­ 
nounced that he, for one, intends to vote 
for the Libertarian Party. 
Wiser conservatives have taken issue 
with Nozick at the highest levels of 
analysis, Professor Ernest van den 
Haag, for instance, points out that a 
libertarian society thus fashioned is not 
“psychologically feasible ’’ Because in­ 
dividuals in fact struggle not only to 
achieve individual values, but also 
shared values, and these are the coment 
of all working states. Josiah Lee A us pits 
in a stunning review in Commentary 
writes that “The libertarian’s belief in 
the inviolability of moral personality 
translates nicely into a view of the in­ 
dividual as a ’circumscribed area in 
moral space.’’’ But he argues that this 
realm is not relevant to political 


philosophy, and does so convincingly. 


Still, I am glad the Libertarian party 
exists. It keeps reminding us of those 
capillaries of government authority by 
which, de Toequeville flatly predicted,

we would bring on the final sclerosis of 
American freedom. The Libertarians’ 
brew is toxic when taken whole. But put 
a few drops of it into the conventional 
mush of the major parties, and you’d 
have yourself the best drink in town.
